RAILROADS. 

A  raiuioad  is  a  rood  constructed  upon 
parallel  bar*  of  iron  or  wood,  upon  which 
the  wheels  of  carriage*  run. 

The  Heat -approach  made  to  the  inven¬ 
tion  of  railroad*  was  formed  by  the  An¬ 
cient  Homan*  in  the  Appian  waj.  This 
was  formed  of  blocks  of  stone  closely 
fitted  together,  their  surface  presenting  a 
hard  and  smooth  rouj,  for  the  wheel*' of 
carriages. 

In  modern  times  Much  tracks  have  been 
made  in  several  Euni|iean  cities,  such  a* 
Fiat,  M  don.  Ivondoa.  etc.
